and to Bombay, will likewise be levied, in future, on Letters sod Newspapers conveyed bv tle 
Peninsular and Oriental Company's Vessels, from and to Calcutts, both by way of Southampton, 
and via Marseilles. 

1. The rules relative to the former, having also been made applicable, in every respect, to the 
latter, are subjoined for the information and guidance of the Public, in general. , The seale of 
British Steam Postage, is, as follows, viz. 

On every letter not exceeding 4 an ounce in weight, ... 
On ditto above 4 oz, and not exceeding one ounce, 
On ditto above I oz. and not exceeding two ounces, 2 Rs. or four ditto.
